foederis is not established. Tt is no’ 
a case of defence, because no one 
thinks of attacking Austria, It is 
necessary that Austria should be in- 
formed ‘of this in the most Yorinal 
manner, and Germany must be’ arged 
to tuke action to turn Austria from 
this very dangerous. adventure.’ ” 

Tu commenting upon this the Ttalfan 
papers generally consider that the war 
is due to a ‘long-standing Austro- 
German understanding, and the Rome 
Messaggeto says:' “Even if ‘the 
Archduke Franz, Ferdigand had .nat 
heen assasi®ated, we can now affinn 
that Austrin would bave found an- 
other pretext for attacking Servia and 
plunging Europe inte a general war.” 

Writing in his own o-gan, the Paris 
Petit Journal, M. Pichon, ex-Foreign 
Minister. of France, said -he waa in a 
position to confirm Signor Giovlitti's 
ktatements from his owo knowledge. 
Fhe Echo'de Perix lays the blame 
squarely upon ‘Germany: “It is 
certnin that she bad decided before- 
hand, in July: last, to set Europe 
ablaze; for if sho had wished t& 
preserve peace the achemes of Austria 
weuld bave been no more realized in 
1914 than they were in 1913” 

The Paris Jfatin saya: “We have. 
been told of the spontaneous out-. 
break of anger caused in July, 1914, 
by the Sernjero nssassinations a3 an 
excuse for, the Austrian plans of 
aggression against Servis’; whereas 
in August, 1913,: this aggresaire 
attitude had already been decided 
upon. Signor Giolitti’s revelation is 
acruel and irrefutable denial of the 
Anstrian Government’s diplomacy.” 

Iu England the case is still further 
elaborated in ‘the: London Spectator, 
and runs thus:—“The finished 
picture conveys, to us something 
more than the origins of the present 
war, It provides an explanation of 
the second Balkan War, Every one 
remembers that when the Balkan 
Allies had ‘siccessfully defeated 
Turkey, Bulgaria. turned . without 
warning on her former ‘co-operatora, 
Servin and Greece, and, in what 
seemed an unpsralleled act of mad- 
ness, tried to take from them with 
the sword territory which. was at the 
moment in their occupation. We can 
now fairly form the deduction’ that 
Balgnria,,who ‘had ‘beer in the con- 
fidence of Anstria os regards Balkan 
affairs, did not doubt that Austria 
would fall upon Servia, iu accordance 
with the plan which has just been 
disclosed. “e . 

“Once again we must draw atten- 
tion tothe persistence of the Bis- 
marckian tradition that whut is 
morally wrong must be made, by the 
manipulation of some fortnnate 
nevident, to appear morally right. 
The way in which the murder of the 
Archduke was used was a repetition, 
iv another form, of the falsification 
of the Ems telegram, .. . The plot 
against Serviu, we repeat, was an old 
plot, and if it had not been attached 
to the Archduke’s name some other 
incident wonld; sooner or ater, huve 
been found as an ‘excuse. The will 
for a‘Earopean war was there.” . 

The London Times considers that 
these revelations justify Italy in 
retiring from the ‘friple Alliance: 
“The defence of Italy's position. is 
complete... Signor Salandra .has but 
followed the precedent. set by his 
predecessor:and udopted 2 construc 
tion.cf tho Triple Alliance which the 
other members utate to bo correct. He 
and his colleagues considered’ the 
clauses of the trenties. ‘They came to 
the same conclusions as Signor Giolitti 
and the Marquis di San Giuliano, 
A‘ ecrupulods examination of the 
Teter and spirit of these agree- 
nents anilsthe engnizance they had 
of ‘the origina nod the manifest ends 
of the conflict* satisfied them ‘that 
italy was under no obligation to take 
part in the struggle.” : 4
